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SMALL, but indomitable. Fond, allegedly, of 
the gee-gees and the odd glass of gin, Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother, 
in addition to having a very long name, was 
the nation’s favourite grandma. 

The QUEEN MOTHER IN LOVE (C4) did not 
stint on the eulogies to Elizabeth Bowes- 
Lyon, born in 1900 to a Scottish land-owning 
dynasty, and regarded from the earliest age 
as a rare beauty with a great charm. 

Pursued by packs of bachelor noblemen 
when she came of age, Elizabeth’s fortunes 
were destined to be intertwined with those 
of the House of Windsor. Quintessentially 
British, she was seen as the perfect match 
for Prince Bertie, who later became George 
VI. With her as his anchor, Bertie mastered 
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his stammer, controlled his fearsome temper, 
and, with some reluctance, fulfilled the role 
of King when his brother abdicated. 

But while the Queen Mum presented the 
picture of perfection to the British public, 
her private life was very different. 

Rejected 

Far from falling for the awkward Bertie, 
she'd rejected his attentions and been much 
more enamoured of his older, more glam- 
orous brother who became Edward VIII. 
When he took up with married American 
socialite Wallis Simpson, no one was more 
scandalised than Elizabeth, and she 
remained bitterly opposed during Edward's 
subsequent abdication crisis. Partly this was 


down to her lasting feelings for the man, but 
she also resented the fact that Edward's self- 
ish behaviour forced her own husband to be 
King, a task for which he was under- 
equipped, and certainly didn't want. 

In some ways, learning that a figure as 
serene as the Queen Mother could experi- 
ence thwarted love and lifelong jealousy was 
quite an eye-opener. But maybe the most 
surprising thing is that she got away with it. 

After all, the Prince of Wales has spent the 
bulk of his adult life loving a woman who 
wasn't his wife, and become deeply unpopu- 
lar because of it. His grandmother mean- 
while, was allowed to be as full of human 
frailties as she liked, and still everyone 
adored her.

been pretty good, with owners only reporting 
minor problems with electrics and ignition coils. 

According to what we've heard, it's not perfect, 
but still well above average for reliability. We'd 
recommend you went for one.

MG produced a van between 
2003 and 2005. It was called the Express and 
was based on the ZR/Rover 25 model. 

The engines that were offered were a 1.4, 1.8and

IF you have an irresistable urge to fire past 
a foglight thicko in an estate car, with two 
labradors in the back, here’s your chance. 

The completely barking (clever, eh?) 
motor below is the VW Passat R36, which 
gets its name from its monstrous engine. 

It’s a new 3.6-litre FSI V6, which thumps 
out just the 297bhp. By sheer chance it’s 
connected to four-wheel-drive, which is a 
spot of luck because otherwise it would 
probably chuck itself off the road. 

VW’s famous and ultra-quick six-speed 
DSG gearbox adds to the fun, making this 
the fastest estate car Volkswagen has ever 
produced, and the only VW to carry the ‘R’ 
badge, alongside the Golf R32. 

In fact, the estate hits 0-62mph (100kph) 
in just 5.8secs, while saloons are even 
faster, at 5.6secs. Both are limited to 155mph. 

At my guesstimation of £32,000, the R36 
will be phenomenal value when it comes to 
the UK in the summer. As well as all this 
power it will be superbly equipped, includ- 
ing a full body kit, 18-inch alloys, sculpted
